Stockton, 
where he spent 
the 
night. 


From here he claims he went to Sao- 
ramento Sunday and stayed that night 
in room 22 in theWestern hotel. Mon- 
day he said he oame to Lodi by train 
and; walked that evening out to tbe 
Murphy ranoh. 


Tbe officers found' that he did stay 


the one night in Stookton, but 
that 


room '22 in the Western 
hotel in Sac- 


ramento was occupied by a man other 
than Love Sunday night. 
Love was 


taken to Sacramento aud he led the 
officers to the hotel and to room 22. 
The hotel olerk said that he thought 
he had seen Love before, but that he 
was sure it was not on the Sunday 
night Love claimed 
to have 
stayed 


there. 


The theory of the officers is 
that 


Love went from Stookton 
to Lanoha 


Plana, committed the murders, spent 
Monday on the hills and returned to 
the Murpby rauch Monday evening. 


The Bloody Shirt. 


Later Mrs Clarence Murphy found 


a shirt in the granary on their ranch. 
She said it 
was not a shirt worn by 


any of the Murphy boys, but that it 
looked like one 
that Love used 
to 


wear. 
What are believed to be blood 


stains 
were on the shirt. 
Norman 


took itas evidence. 


Love's Keoord. 
Insearching Love's effects, a letter 


was found which is believed to be of 
the utmost importance. It was from 
some 
friend or relative in Indian 


Territory, 
and it cautioned Love 


against 
ooming 
back 
there 
as 
the 


officers were still looking for him. 
Since 
then 
Norman 
learned 
that 


Love's right name was not Love, and 
he learned his true name. He has also 
arranged 
to get other letters, 
both 


ooming to Love and those written by 
him:• A Mysterious 
Clodhopper. 


After Love's arrest Clarence Murpby 


told 
of a number 
of actions 
aud 


statements 
by Love that bad

going to tell them or any 
one else 


what he knew. He cursed newspapers 
in general 
and finally demanded 
to 


know how he was going to tellwhether 
the reporter was wbat he claimed to 


"Why, you might 
be a friend of 


Love's, tor all1know," whined the 
mau. 
You bet, you aiu't going to get 


me to say a word. 
They 
got Love, 


ain't they? 
And 1told them all they 


asked 
me, 
didn't i? 
And. that's 


enough, ain't it? 1ain't going to say 
no more." 


Love's Knife Scoured. 


Love's knire is iv tbe possession 
of 


sheriff Norman. Itis an extra 
huge 


pocket 
knife and 
has a blade over 


four inches long. 
Normau demanded 


of Love at the time be arrested 
him 


that liegive up bis knife. 
Love step- 


ped toa shed aud took the kuife from 
under oue of the rafters. 
He had 


been grindiug it. When asked 
what 


be wan doiug withit,be replied that 
the blade was longer than the law al- 
lowed and he was grinding it down.

Love under Suspicion.
